Laws  of  the  United  States. 

(BY AUTHORITY.  J 
AN  ACT 

Establishing  a separate  territorial  government 

in  the  southern  part  of  the  Territory  of 

Missouri. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Hr- 
firesentatives  oj  the  United  States  of  % line  tic  a in 
Confess  assembled,  That  from  vuil  at  ter  the 
fourth  day  of  July  next,  all  that  part  of  the  ter- 
ritory of  Missouri,  which  lies  south  of  aline 
beginning  on  the  Mississippi  river,  at  thirty- 
six  degrees  north  latitude,  running  thence 
west  to  the  river  St.  Frances  ; thence  up  tne 
same  to  thirty-six  degrees  thirty  minutes  north 
latitude ; and  thence,  west,  to  the  western 
territorial  boundary  line,  shall,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  a territorial  government,  constitute  a 
seperate  territory,  and  he  called  the  ArK.au- 
aaw  territory. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there 
shall  be  established  in  the  said  territory  of  Ar- 
kansaw,  a temporary  government,  to  consist 
of  three  departments,  the  executive,  the  le- 
gislative, and  the  judiciary. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  tt  further  enacted , That  the  ex- 
ecutive p^vver  shall  be  vested  in  a governor, 
who  shall  reside  in  the  said  territory,  and 
shall  hold  his  olhee  during  three  year*;  unless 
• sooner  removed  by  the  president  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  ; he  shall  he  commander  in  chief  of 
the  militia  of  said  territory,  shall  have  power 
to  appoint  and  commission  all  officers  required 
by  law  to  be  appointed  for  said  territory,  whose 
appointments  are  not. otherwise  provided  for 
by  this  act ; shall  take  cure  that  the  laws  he 
faithfully  executed  ; shall  have  power  to  grant 
pardons  for  offences  against  the  said  territory, 
and  reprieves  for  those  against  the  United 
States,  until  the  decision  of  the  president 
thereon  shall  have  been  made  known  ; shall, 
on  extraordinary  occasions,  have  power  to 
convene  the  general  assembly,  hereinafter 
provided  for,  after  one  shall  have  been  or- 
ganized in  conformity  to  law  ; shall,  ex-officio, 
be  superintendent  of  Indian  affairs,  and  shall 
have  such  other  powers  and  perform  such 
further  duties  as  are  by  law  given  to,  and  im- 
posed on,  the  governor  of  the  Missouri  terri- 
tory, in  all  cases  in  which  they  shall  become 
legally  applicable  to  the  territory  of  Arkan- 
•aw. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  there 
shall  be  a secretary  for  the  said  territory,  who 
shall  reside  therein,  and, continue  in  office  for 
the  term  of  four  years,  unless  sooner  removed 
by  -the  president ; he  shall  perform  nil  the  du- 
ties imposed  on  the  secretary  for  thy  territo- 
ry of  Missouri,  by  an  act  of  Congress  of  the 
fourth  of  June,  eighteen  hundred  and  twelve, 
entitled  “ an  act  providing  for  the  government 
of  Missouri.” 

Sec  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
legislative  power  shall,  until  the  organization 
of  the  general  assembly,  hereinafter  provided 
tor,  be  vested  in  the  governor  and  the  judges 
of  the  superior  court  of  the  'territory,  who 
shall  have  power  to  pass  any  law  fo.  the  ad- 
ministration of  justice  in  said  territory,  which 
sitfa.ll  not  be  repugnant  to  this  act,  or  inconsis- 
tent with  the  constitution  of  the  United  Sta  es: 
Provided,  that  whenever  the  general  assem- 
bly shall  be  organized,  all  the  legislative  pow- 
er of  the  territojy  shall  be  vested  in  and  be 
exercised  by  the  said  general  assembly. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  so 
much  of  the  act  of  congress  of  the  fourth  of 
June,  eighteen  hundred  and  twelve,  entitled 
“ An  act  providing  for  the  government  of  the 
territory  of  Missouri,”  as  relates  to  the  or- 
ganization of  a general  assembly  therein,  pre- 
scribes the  powers  and  privileges  thereof,  the 
mode  of  election,  and  period  of  service,  of 
the  members  thereof,  and  defines  the  qualifi- 
cations and  privileges  of  the  electors  and  elect- 
ed, shall  be  in  full  force  and  operation  in  the 
Arkansaw  territory,  to  the  extent  of  its  ap- 
plication, so  soon  as  the  governor  thereof 
shall  be  satisfied  that  such  is  the  desire  of  a 
majority  of  the  freeholders  thereof,  ami  not 
until  then  : Provided , That  until  there  shall  be 
five  thousand  free  white  males  of  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  and  upwards,  resident  in  the 
said  territory,  the  whole  number  of  represen- 
tatives shall  not  exceed  nine. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted , That  the 
judicial  power  of  the  territory  shall  be  vested 
in  a superior  court,  and  in  such  inferior  courts 
.ns the  legislative  department  of  the  territory 
rffiull,  from  time  to  time,  institute  and  estab- 
lish, and  in  justices  of  the  peace  The  supe- 
rior court  shall  be  composed  of  three  judges, 
who  shall  reside  in  the  territory,  and  continue 
in  office  for  the  term  of  four  years,  unless 
sooner  removed  by  the  president.  The  supe- 
rior court  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  all  criminal 
and  penal  cases,  and  exclusive  cognizance  of 
all  capital  cases,  and  shall  have  and  exercise 
original  jurisdiction  concurrently  with  the  in- 
ferior courts,  and  exclusive  appellate  jurisdic- 
tion in  all  civil  c:Mbs,  in  which  the  amount  in 
controversy  shall  he  one  hundred  dollars  or 
upwards.  The  superior  court  shall  be  hold- 
cn  at  such  times  and  place  or  places  as  the  le- 
gislative department  shall  direct,  anil  contin- 
ue in  session  until  the  business  therein  shall 
be  disposed  of,  or  as  long  as  shall  be  prescrib- 
ed by  law  : Provided , That  any  two  of  the 
judges  shall  constitute  a court  of  appellate, 
and  any  one  a court  of  original,  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
governor,  secretary,  judges,  and  all  other  offi- 
cers, of  the  territory,  civil  and  military,  shall, 
before  they  enter  on  t lie  duties  of  their  offi- 
ces, take  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  support  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States,*  and  to  dis- 
charge, with  fidelity,  the ‘duties  of  their  res- 
pective offices ; the  governor  before  a jndg  • 
of  the  supreme  or  district  court  of  the  Visited 
States,  or  a judge  of  the  superior  court  of  the 
said  territory  ; the  secretary  and  judges  be- 
fore the  said  governor,  ora  judge  of  the  su- 
preme or  district  court  of  the  United  States; 
and  all  other  officers  before  the  governor  o> 
any  of  die  judges  of  the  supreme  or  inferior 
courts  or  justices  of  the  peace  of  said  territory. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
goi  cm  or,  secretary,  and  judges  of  the  superi- 
or court*  authorized  for  s.fid  territory,  during 
the  temporary  government  thereof,  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  pi«  d-  i*»  of  the  United 
States,  with  the  advi<®-  ;v.  i n:  -U.  of  the  se- 


nate : Provided,  That  the  president  shall  ffinve 
full  power,  during  the  recess  of  the  senate,  to 
commission  all  or  any  oft  he  said  officers,  until 
the  end  of  the  session  of  congress  next  suc- 
ceeding the  date  of  the  commission.  The  go 
vernor,  secretary,’  fencl  judges  of  the  superior 
court,  shall  receive  the -alne  compensation, 
payable  quarter  ye  .rly,  which  the  governor, 
secretary,  and  superior  judges,  of  the  Missou 
ri  territory  arc  entitled  to  by  law. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all 
the  laws  which  shall  be  in  force  in  the  territo- 
ry of  Missouri,  on  the  fourth  clay  of  July  next, 
not  inconsistent*  with  the  provisions  of  this 
| act,  and  which  shall  be  applicable  in  the  terri- 
Jtorv  of  Arkar»sa\?,  shall  be,  and  continue  in 
force  in  the  latter  territory,  until  modified  or 
repealed  by  the  legislative  authority  thereof. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
bounty  lands  granted,  or  hereafter  to  be  grant- 
ed, for  military  sendees  during  the  late  .war, 
shall,  while  they  continue  to  be  held  by  the 
patentees  or  their  heirs,  remain  exempt  from 
all  ta£cs  for  the  term  of  three  years,  from  and 
after  the  date  of  the  patents  respectively. 

Sec.  1 J.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  when- 
ever, according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
the  people  of  the  Arkansaw*  territory  shall 
have  a right  to  elect  memberS  of  the  house  of 
representatives  of  their  general  assembly,  they 
hall  also  have  the  rignt  to  elect  a delegate 
from  the  said  territory  to  the  congress  of  the 
United  States,  who  shall  possess  the  same 
powers,  enjoy  the  same  priv i leges,  and  receive 
the  same  compensation,  gri'njcd  and  secured 
by  law  to  th’e  delegates  from  other  territories. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  furthermenacted.  That  until 
otherwise  directed  by  the  legislative  depart- 
ment of  the  said  territory  of  Arkansaw,  the 
seat  of  the  territorial  government  thereof  shall 
be  the  post  of  Ark  ansa  vf,  on  the  Arkansaw  ri- 
ver. 

See.  14.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
line  established  by  law,  between  the  laud  offi- 
ces at  the  scat  of  justice  in  the  county  of  Law- 
nc^,  and  at  the  town  of  Jackson,  in  the  coun- 
ty of  Cape  Gireadeau,  .shall,  from  and  af- 
ter the  passage  of  this  act,  In?  so  altered  as 
to  run,  he  the  same,  and  correspond,  with  the 
northern  line  of  the  said  territory  of  Arkan-j 
saw,  any  tiling  in  the  act,  entitled,  “ An  act  ' 
making  provision  far  the  establishment  of  ad- 
ditional land  offices  i.i  the  territory  of  Missou- 
passed  the  seventeenth  day  of  February, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eiglfteen,  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding.

SHALL  COME,  GREETING. 

WHEREAS,  a treaty  between  the  United 
Slates  of  America  and  the  Wyandot  Tribe  of 
Indians,  was  made  and  concluded,  at  ‘ . Ma- 
ry’s, in  the  State  of  Ohio,  on  ti  e twentieth 
lay  of  .September  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  a 1 eighteen, 
by  commissioners « m the  part  of  the  said  Uni- 
ted States,  and  certain  vlticfa  and  warrior*  of 
the  said  tribe,  on  the  past  and  in  behalf  of  the 
aid  tribe,  which  treaty  is  in  the  words  follow- 
ing, to  wit  : 

Articles  nf  a treaty  mailc  and  concluded  at  St. 
Alary's,  in  the  state  of  Ohio,  between  Jerri* 
Cass,  commissioner  of  the  United  State*  there- 
to especially  authorized  by  the  President  of 
the  United  States , aud  the  Chief*  and  IVarri- 
ors  of  the  It  yandot  tribe  of  Indian*. 

Article  1.  The  Wyandot  tribe  of  Indians 
hereby  cede  to  the  United  States  all  the  right 
reserved  to  them  in  two  tracts  of  land,  in  the 
territory  of  Michigan,  one  including  the  vil 
e called  Brownstown,  and  the  other  the 
village  called  Magauga,  formerly  in  the  pos- 
session of  the  Wyandot  ’tribe  of  Indians,  con- 
taining iii  th^ whole  opt  more  than  five  thou- 
sand acres  of  land,  which  two  tracts  of  land 
were  reserved  for  the  use  of  the  said  Wyan- 
dot tribe  of  Indians,  and  their  descendants, 
for  the  term  of  fifty  years,  agreeably  to  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress,  passed  Feb- 
ruary 23,  1809,  and  entitled  “ \n  act  for  the 
relief  of  certain  Alabama  and  Wyandot  Indi- 
ans.” 

Art  1.  In  consideration  of  the  preceding 
cession,  the  United  States  will  reserve,  for 
the.  use  of  the  said  Wyandot.  Indians,  sections 
numbered  twenty-three,  twenty-four,  twenty- 
five,  twenty-six  thirty  four,  thirty  five,  thirty- 
six,  twenty-seven,  and  that  part  of  section 
numbered  twenty -two,  which  contains  eight 
acres,  and  lies  on  the  south  side  of  the  river 
Huron,  being  in  the  fourth  township,  south  of 
the  base  line,  and  in  the  ninth  range  east  of 
die  first  meridian,  in  tne  territory  of  Michigan, 
and  contuing  four  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
ninety-six  acres  : and  the  said  tract  of  land 
shall  he  reserved  for  the  use  of  the  said  Wy- 
andot Indians,  and  their  descendants,  and  he 
secured  to  them  i:»  the  same  manner  and  on 
the  same  terms  and  conditions,  as  is  provided 
in  relation  to  the  Alabama  Indians,  by  the 
first  section  of  the  before  mentioned  act  of 
congress,  except  that  the  said  Wyandot  Indi- 
ans, and  their  descendants,  shall  hold  the 
*aid  Ian  >,  so  lung  as  they  or  their  descendants 
shall  occupy  the  same. 

In  tes  imeny  whereof,  the  said  Lewis 
U;e;s,  commissioner  as  aforesaid,  and 
the  chiefs  and  warriors  of  the  mid  Wy- 
andot tribe  of  Indians,  have  hereunto 
sec  their  hands,  at  St.  Mary’s,  in  the 
state  of  Ohio,  this  twentieth  day  of 
September,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighteen.

WHEREAS,  a Treaty  between  the  United 
States  of  America  and  the  Wea  tribe  of  Indi- 
ans, was  made  and  concluded  at  St.  Mary’s, 
on  the  second  'day  of  October,  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighteen,  by  Commissioners  on  the  part  of 
the  said  United  States,  and  certain  Sachems,! 
Chiefs  and  Warriors  of  the  said  tribe,  on  the 
part  and  in  behalf  of  the  said  tribe,  which 
Treaty  is  in  the  words  following,  to  wit: 
Articles  of  a treaty  made  and  concluded  at  Sf. 

Alary' 3,  between  the  United  States  of  America 

by  their  commissioners,  Jonathan  Jeiudnys, 

Jjeuis  Cuss,  and  Benjamin  Purkex  and  the 

l i ca  tribe  of  Indians. 

Art.  1.  The  said  Wea  tribe  of  Indians  agree 
to  cede  to  the  United  States  all  the  lands 
claimed  and  owned  by  the  said  tribe,  within 
the  limits  of  the  states  of  Indiana,  Ohio,  and 
Illinois. 

Art.  2.  I he  said  \\  ea  tribe  of  Indians  reserve 
to  themselves  the  following  described  tract 
of  land,  viz:  beginning  at  the  mouth  of  Ra- 
coon creek  ; thence,  by  the  present  boundary 
line,  seven  miles  ; thence,  north  -east  wardly, 
seven  miles,  to  a point  seven  miles  from  tne 
U abash  river ; thence  to  the  Wabash  river,  by 
a hue  parallel  to  the  present  boundary  line  a- 
foresaid;  and  tlicnce,  by  the  Wabasli  river,  to 
tbe  pb.ee  ol  beginning,  to  be  holden  by  the 
said  tribe  as  Indian  reservations  arc  usual b 
held. 

Art.  o.  1 lie  United  States  apreo  to  grant  bo 
Christmas  Oagcny  and  Man  Shields,  formerly 
Mary  Dagenv,  children  of  Mecliinqnamesha, 
sister  of  .lacco,  a chief  of  the  said  tribe,  and 
their  heirs, one  section  of  land  each;  but  the 
land  hereby  granted  shall  not  be  conveyed  or 
transferred  to  any  person  or  persons  by  the 
grantees  aforesaid,  or  their  heirs,  or  either  of 
them,  but  with  the  consent  of  the  President 
of  the  United  States. 

Art-  3.  Tfic  said  Wea  tribe  of  Indians  ac- 
cede to,  ancj  sanction  the  cession  of  land  made 
by  the  Kickapoo  tribe  of  Indians,  in  the  se- 
cond article  of  a treaty  concluded  between 
the  United  States  and  tne  said  Kickapoo  tribe, 
on  die  ninth  day  of  December,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  nine. 

Art.  5.  In  consideration  of  the  cession  made 
hi  the  foregoing  articles  of  this  treaty,  the  U- 
irted  States  agree  to  pay  to  the  said  Wen  tribe 
of  Indians  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  annually,  in  addition  to  the  smn 
ot  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, 
(the  amount  of  their  former  annuity)  making 
a sum  total  of-  threo  «»*tl  duHars,  u»  be 

paid  in  silver  by  the  United  Stales  annuallx 
to  the  raid  tribe,  on  the  reservation  describ- 
ed by  the  second  article  of  this  treaty. 

In  testimony  whereof,  the  sa  d Jonathan 
Jennings,  Lewis  Cass,  and  Beniamin 
Park,  commissioners  as  afore  sail,  and 
the  sachems,  chiefs  and  warriors  of  tile 
Wea  tribe  of  Indians,  have  hereunto 
set  their  hands,  at  i t.  Mary’s,  in  the 
state  of  Ohio,  this  second- day  of  Octo- 
ber, in  the  year  of  our-Lord  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  eighteen.

America,  is,  in  truth, I 
a country,  whose  increasing  power,  ci-l 


vdization,  active  and  independent  spirit 
(not  exempt  perhaps  from  some  tincture 
of  ambition)  arc  bringing  her  daily  in 
to  a nearer  contact  with  the  European 
commonwealth  of  states.  She  is,  how- 
ever, to  be  considered  in  another  Sense, 
in  w hich  her  character  becomes  more 
magnificent  and  august.  She  is  the 
fountain  from  which  the  waters  of  civili- 
zation Cow  through  an  immense  portion 
of  tiie  habitable  world.  She  is  daily  en- 
larging the  sphere  of  law,  justice,  and 
religion,  and  introducing  hand  in  hand 
with  them,  the  comforts  of  civil  society 
and  the  consolation  of  religion.  She  is 
i i truth,  a missionary  on  the  grandest 
s-  ale.  - She  is  fullilling  the  great  pur- 
pose of  i Tovidence,  in  bringing  the  world 
by  degrees  (that  portion  of  it  at  least 
which  has  been  neglected  by  others)  in- 
to order  and  law.  Immeuse  tribes  of 
Indians  are  constantly  engrafted  upon 
her  comprehensive  stock,  and  imbued 
with  those  principles  of  government  and 
law,  tlte  knowledge  and  love  of  which, 
when  once  communicated  to  men,  arc 
never  .forgotten  ot-  extinguished. 

The  annals  of  mankind,  we  believe, 
do  not  afford  an  example  of  a people, 
once  recovered  from  barbarism,  relaps- 
iii,  into  the  savage  state.  India  and  Chi- 
na arc  instances  of  the  contrary : they 
have  been  the  same  for  a multitude  of 
ages. 

If  such  be  the  state  of  America,  and 
such  her  relation,  not  only  to  us,  but  to 
the  whole  world,  her  national  character, 
and  her  prosperity,  are  matters  not  only 
of  importance,  but  of  affectionate  consid- 
era'.ion  tor  Europeans  ; and,  as  such,  we 
have  always  been  accustomed  to  regard 
them.  National  jealousy,  and  the  subor- 
dinate objects  of  commercial  rivalry, 
become  lost  . under  such  considerations; 
and  wc  look  upon  her.  cncreasing  and 
flourishing  condition  as  a boon  to  the 
whole  world,  and  as  a pure  and  unmix- 
ed good  to  the  human  race. 

With  respect  to  the  present  speech  of 
the  President,  it  certainly  docs  not  af- 
ford many  topics  for  novelty.  It  inti- 
mates that  the  commercial  arragements 
between  America  and  England  arc  like- 
ly to  be  concluded  upon  a scaieof  great 
extent,  and  principles  of  mutual  liberali- 
ty. Wc  do  not  regard,  this,  however, 
as  an  advantage  to  either  country  : for 
commercial  treaties  are  sure  to  be  in- 
fringed, and  then  natonal  quarrels  are 
the  rousequencc.  Whereas,  if  commerce. 
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consult  and  guard  its  own 

The  dispute  with  Spaj*  is  alluded  to, 
and  the  present  couditi  .i  of  the  Elot  i- 
il.is  is  critically  examined.  It  certainly 
appears,  that  the  President  expected  that 
the  Spanish  government  would  have  ve- 
il. d the  Eloridas  to  the  United  States; 
Spain,  not  being  in  a coridiitonto  satisfy 
the  demands  of  the  United  States  npon 
her  treasury,  and  being  yet  less  able  to 
keep  the  frontier  provinces  in  due  sub- 
ordinaticn.  It  is  not  to  be  questioned, 
that  Spain  would  gladly  sell  the  Flori- 
da® to  America ; and  America  would 
gladly  buy  them  ; but  she  wants  to  take 
them  in  satisfaction  of  bye-gone  claims, 
whilst  Spain  is  desirous  of  a new  con 
tract,  and  of  a better  bargain. 

With  respect  to  the  execution  of  the 
two  British  subjects,  Arbutlmot  and  Am- 
brister,  the  speech  observes  as  follows : 
“ Copies  of  the  instructions  to  the  com- 
manding general,  of  his  correspondence 
with  the  secretary  of  war,  explaining 
I. is  motives,  and  justifying  his  conduct, 
with  a copy  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
courts-martial  of  the  trial  ef  Arbutlmot 
and  Ambrisur;  and  of  the  correspon- 
dence between  the  secretary  of  state  and 
tile  minister  plenipotentiary  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  a Madrid,  with  the  govern- 
ment of  Spain,  will  he  laid  before  con- 
gress.” 

This  subject  will,  perhaps,  he  advert 
ed  to  in  the  debates  of  congress,  and  a 
correspondence  between  the  British  am- 
bassador and  the  Ameriean  minister,  up 
on  this  extraordinary  occurrence,  is  ex- 
pected to  he  among  tire  papers  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  otlr  own  house  of  commons. 

But  the  most  important  part  of  this 
speech,  is  the.  annexation  of  the  new 
country  (the  Illinois)  to  the  union.  The 
extent  efthe  federal  government  has  been 
almost  doubled  within  the  last  twenty 
yeas;  and  it  may  soon  become  a ques- 
tion whether  it  will  not  be. at  last  too 
k-rge  and  unwieldly  for  the  purposes  of 
a ij  combined  political  movements.  The 
particular  states  indeed,  have  their  »wn 
lavs  and  government,  and  are  only  uni- 
tec for  polili  'al  and  federative  purposes; 
bit:  it  is  scarcely  possible,  wc  think,  to 
prtserve,  for  any  length  of  time,  an  inti- 
tule union  between  states,  placed,  sonic 
oFthem  at  least,  at  t tie  distance  of  two 
thousand  miles  froth  the  oSter,  differing 
iupiimate,  laws/Tubtts,  c!.Vact«r,  and 
in  almost  everyJLng  but  lanJVage. 

It  is,  however,  a most  cheering  con- 
sioevatiou  to  observe,  in  this  great  coun- 
try, how  the  national  expenditure 
prases  up{m  thg income  and  labor  ofin- 
ditidtials.'  There  are.no  internal  taxes  ; 
no  excise;  nc  poor  rates.  The  customs 
are  tiic  only  imposition,  and  they  are  laid 
up  u the  imports  ofdot’cigaers  ; and  in- 
asmuch as  they  tend  to  encourage  the 
manufactures  of  America,  they  are  a 
popular  tax  in  the  country. 
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PROM  T.IE  NATIONAL  INTELLIGENT ER. 

Great  interest  having  been  excited  res 
peeling  the  recent  decisions  of  the  su- 
preme court,  on  the  subject  of  tlx:  state 
bankrupt  and  Insolvent  laws,  we  have  ob- 
tained a statement  of  tbe  points  decided 
by  the  court,  the  accuracy  of  which  may 
be  depended  on,  and  which  wc  now  lay 
before  our  readers.  The  opinions  at  large 
with  the  cases,  and  the  arguments  of 
counsel,  will  very  soon  appear  in  the  4th 
volume  of  Mr.  Wheaton’s  Reports.  It 
would  be  obviously  impossible  to  include 
all  these  in  the  compass  of  a newspaper 
and  we  have,  therefore,  limited  ourselves 
to  a brief  analysis  of  the  opinions  of  the 
court. 

The  first  case  on  this  subject  which 
was  heard  and  determined  by  the  court, 
was  that  of  St  Urges  against  Crownin- 
shield.  This  was  an  action  of  assump- 
sit against  the  defendant  as  promissor 
upon  two  promissory  notes,  both  dated 
at  New  York,22d  Mrrch,  1811,  for  the 
sum  of  S771  86  each,  and  payable  to 
the  pluintifF,  one,  on  the  first  of  August, 
and  the  other,  on  the  fifteenth  of  August, 
1811.  The  defendant  pleaded  his  dis- 
charge under  “ an  act  for  the  benefit  of 
insolvent  debtors  and  their  creditors,” 
passed  by  the  legislature  of  New  York, 
the  third  day  of  April,  1311.  After  sta- 
ting the  provisions  of  the  act,  the  de- 
fendant’s plea  averred  his  compliance 
with  them,  and  that  he  was  discharged, 
and  a certificate  given  to  him  the 
day  of  1812. 

To  this  plea,  there  was  a general  de- 
murrer and  joinder.  At  -the  October 
term  of  the  circuit  court,  1816,  this  cause 
came  on  to  be  argued  and  heard  on  the 
demurrer,  and  the  following  questions 
arose,  viz. 

1.  Whether,  since  the  adoption  of  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States,  any 
state  has  authority  to  pass  a bankrupt 

aw,  or  whether  the  power  is  exclusive- 
ly visted  in  the  congress  of  the  United 
States  ? 

2.  Whether  the  act  of  New  York,  pass- 
ed the  third  day  of  April,  18J  1,  and  sta- 
ted in  tiie  pica  in  this  case,  is  a bankrupt 
act  within  the  meaning  of  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States? 

>.  Whether  the  act  aforesaid  is  an  act 
law  impairing  the  obligation  of  con- 
tracts, within  the  meaning  of  the  consti- 
tution of  the  United  States. 

4.  Whether  the  plea  is  a good  and 
“ peiiLLDdiN-Aiaai : ■jatniAiajiu  of  the  pHiniiff’s  action  ? 

•V  ’fst,^  , And,  after  hearing  counsel  upon  the 

questions,  the  judges  of  the’circuit  court 
were  opposed  in  opinion  thereupon;  and, 
upon  motion  of  the  plaint  id’s  counscd, 
the  questions  were  certified  to  the  su- 
preme court,  for  their  final  decision. 

On  the  first  question,  the  supreme 
court  were  of  opinion,  that,  until  the  pow- 
er, contained  in  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States,  to  pass  uniform  laws 
throughout  the  union,  on  the  subject  of 
bankrupt  law,  provided  such  law  con- 
tains no  principle  violating  the  10th  sec- 
tion of  the  1st  article  of  the  constitution 
of  the  United  Slates,  which  declares 
that  “ no  state  shall  pass  any  latv  impair- 
ing the  oblifiation  of  contracts.” 

This  opinion,  of  course,  rendered  it  un- 
necessary to  consider  the  2d  question. 

On  the  3d  question,  the  court  were  of 
opinion,  that  the  act  of  New  York,  which 
lvus  pleaded  in  this  case,  (and  which  not 
only  liberates  t lie  person  of  the  debtor, 
hut  discharges  him  from  all  liability  for 
any  debt  previously  contracted,  qp  his 
surrendering  his  property  in  the  man- 
ner it  prescribes)  is  an  act  of  law  im- 
pairing the  obligation  of  contracts  with- 
in the  meaning  of  the  10th  section  of  the 
1st  article  of  the  constitution  of  the  U- 
nited  States.  In  delivering  the  judg- 
ment of  the  court,  the  chief  justice  sta- 
ted, that,  as  to  what  was  intended  by  the 
framers  of  the  constitution  when  they 
used  the  terms,  <<  anj  la rj  impairing  the, 
obligation  <J  contractu,”  it  would  scent 
difficult  to  substitute  words  which  are 
mot ..  intelligible,  or  less  liable  to  miscon- 
struction. A contract  is  an  agreement 
in  which  a party  undertakes  to  do  or  not 
to  do  a particular  tiling.  The  la\v  binds 
him  to  perform  his  undertaking,  and  this 

is,  of  course,  the  obligation  ofa  contract 
In  the  case  at  bar,  the  defendant  had 
given  his  promissory  note  to  pay  The 
plaintiff  ;v  supi  of  money  on  or  before  a 
certain  day.  The  contract  hinds  him 
pay  that  sum  on  that  day,  and  this  is  its 
omi Ration.  Any  law,  which  releases  a 
part  of  this  obligation,  must,  in  the  lite- 
ral sense  of  the  word,  im/tuirii.  Much 
more  must  a hAv  impair  it  which  makes 
it  totally  invalid,  and  entirely  discharges 

it. 

It  Lvns  not  necessary, nor  woultl  it  have 
been  safe,  for  the  framers  of  the  consti 
totion  to  enumerate  particular  objects  to 
which  thc-principle  they  intended  to  es 
tablish  should  apply.  The  principle  was 
the  inviolability  of  contracts.  This  prin- 
ciple Lvas  to  be  protected  in  whatever 
form  it  might  be  assailed.  To  what  pur- 
pose should  the  convention  enumerate 
t he  particular  modes  of  violation,  which 
should  be  forbidden,  when  it  Was  intend- 
ed to  forbid  all  ? Had  an  enumeration  of 
ail  the  law  s w liich  might  violate  contracts 
been  attempted,  the  provision  must  have, 
been  less  complete  and  involved  in  more 
perplexity  than  it  now  is.  The  plain 


and  simple  declaration,  that  no  state 
shall  pass  any  law  impairing  the  obliga- 
tion ot  contracts,  fiiciucles  insolvent  laws, 
and  all  other  laws,  so  far  as  they  in- 
fringe the  principle  the  convention  in- 
tended to  hold  sacred,  and  no  farther. — . 
But,  the  convention  did  not  intend  to 
prohibit  the  passage  of  all  insolvent  hws. 
To  punish  honest  insolvency  by  impris- 
onment for  life,  and  to  make  this  a con- 
stitutional principle,  would  he  an  excess 
of  inhumanity,  which  would  not  readily 
he  imputed  to  the  illustrious  patriots  who 
framed  our  constitution,  or  to  the  people 
who  adopted  it.  The  distinction  between 
the  obligation  of  a contract,  and  the  rrm- 
edy  given  by  the  legislature  to  enforce 
that  obligation,  exists  in  the  nature  of 
things.  The  remedy  may  be  modified  as 
th®  legislative  Lvisdom  shall  direct,  with- 
out impairing  the  obligation  of  the  con- 
tract. Confinement  of  the  debtor  may 
be  a punishment  for  not  performing  his 
contract,  or  may  be  allowed  as  a means 
of  inducing  him  to  perform  it.  T3ut  the 
state  may  refuse  to  inflict  this  punish- 
ment, or  may  withhold  this  means,  and 
leave  the  contract  t:i  full  force.  Impri- 
sonment is  no  part  of  the  contract,  and 
simply  to  relieve^he  prisoner  does  not 
impair  its  obligation. 

The  court  also  intimated  that  it  had 
been  contended  at  the  bar,  that  this  con- 
struction of  the  constitution  would  ex- 
tend to  statutes  of  limitation  and  laws  a- 
gainst  usury.  The  court  did  not  think 
so.  Statutes  of  limitation  relate  to  the 
remedies  which  arc  furnished  in  the 
courts.  They  rather  establish  that  cer- 
tain circumstances  shall  amount  to  evi- 
dence that  a contract  has  been  perform- 
ed, than  dispense  with  its  pt  rformance. 
But,  if,  in  a state,  where  six  years  may 
he  pleaded  in-bar  to  an  action  of  assump- 
sit, a law  should  be  passed  declaring  that 
contracts  already  in  existence,  and  not 
barred  by  the  statute,  should  be  constru- 
ed to  be  within  it,  there  would  be  little 
doubt  of  its  unconstitutionality.  So  with 
respect  to  the  laws  against  usury.  If  the 
law  be,  that  no  person  shall  take  more 
than  six  per  cent  per  annum  for  the  use 
ot  money,  or  that  if  more  he  reserved, 
the  contract  shall  be  void,  a contract 
made  thereafter  reserving  seven  per 
pent,  would  have  no  obligation  in  its  com- 
mencement. But,  if  a law  should  de- 
clare that  contracts  already  entered  into 
and  reserving  the  legal  interest  should 
he  usurious  and  void,  cither  in  the  whole 
or  in  part,  it  would  impair  the  obligation 
of  the  contract,  and  would  be  clearly  un- 
constitutional. 

1 he  court  stated,  that  this  opinion  was 
confined  to  the  case  actually  under  con- 
sideration* It  was  confined  to  a cas-  in 
which  a creditor  sues  in  a court,  the 
proceedings  of  which,  the  legislature, 
whose  act  is  pleaded  in  bar,  had  not  a 
right  to  control ; and  to  a case  where 
the  creditor  had  not  proceeded  to  execu- 
tion against  the  body  of  r.is  debtor  with- 
in the  state  whose  law  attempts  to  al>- 
solve  a confined  insolved  debtor  from  his 
obligation.  When  such  a case  should 
arise,  it  would  be  considered. 

Ot  course,  the  4th question  was  resolv- 
ed in  the  negative. 

The  next  case  which  came  on  for  ar- 
gument on  this  subject,  was  that  of 
M'Millan  against  M'Neill.  In  this  case 
the  debt  was  contracted  in  the  year  1813, 
in  the  state  of  South  Carolina,  both  the 
parties  then  residing  there.  The  debt- 
or removed  to  Louisiana,  and  obtained 
his  discharge  in  1815,  under  the  insol- 
vent act  ol  that  state,  passed  in  1805. — > 
In  1817,  a suit  was  commenced  against 
him,  by  the  creditor,  in  the  district  court 
of  Louisiana.  The  discharge  under  the 

law  of  that  state  was  pleaded  in  bar; 

the  plea  was  determined  to  he  insufficient; 
judgment  was  rendered  for  the  plaintiff- 
and  the  case  ,vas  brought,  by  writ  of  er- 
ror, before  the  supreme  court  of  the  U- 
nited  States. 

This  court  determined,  that  the  case 
was  not  distinguishable  in  principle, 
from  that  oi  Sturges  against  Crownin- 
sliield  ; that  the  law  of  Louisiana,  so  far 
as  it  purported  to  discharge  the  debt, 
was  unconstitutional ; and  that  the  cir- 
cumstance of  the  debt  being  contracted 
subsequent  to  the  passage  of  the  law  by 
which  it  was  attempted  to  be  discharg- 
ed, made  no  difference  in  the  applica- 
tion ol  the  principle.

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PC?"  The  advertisements  of  this  week 
exclude  from  the  columns  of  the  Ga- 
zette a number  of  articles  prepared 
for  publication.  It  is,  however,  to  be 
remarked  that,  on  account  of  the  pres- 
ent tranquility  of  Europe,  very  little 
trans-atlantic  news  is  received.  The  ad- 
journment of  Congress  has  also  been 
succeeded  by  a denrth  of  domestic  in- 
telligence. 

MR.  LACOCK  AND  GEN.  JACKSON- 

We  have  before  us  the  reply  ol  Mr. 
Lacock,  to  the  strictures,  which  some 
-time  since  appeared  in  the  National  In- 
telligencer, on  the  report  of  a commit- 
tee of  the  senate  upon  the  subject  of  the 
Seminole  War.  The  writer  of  the  stric- 
tures certainly  displays  much  feeling — 
and  goes  so  far  as  to  intimate  that  Mr. 
Lacock’s  activity  in  the  Senate,  was  in- 
duced by  interested  and  personal  mo- 
tives— as  the  following  note  will  shew  : 

“ Mr.  Lacock’s  son  was  contractor’s 
“ agent,  and  failed  in  supplying  Fort 
“ Scott.  It  has  been  intimated,  that  the 
“ father  was  interested  in  the  contract.” 

Mr.  Lacock,  in  his  reply,  assumes  rs 
a fact,  that  Gen.  Jackson  is  the  author 
of  the  strictures,  although  two  officers, 
belonging  to  his  family,  were  given  up 
by  the  editors  of  the  Intelligencer  : and 
in  answer  to  the  allusion  contained  in  the 
above  note,  refers  to  the  following  afFi 
davit  of  Col.  Orr,  mayor  of  the  city. 

Washington  County,  Dist.  Col.  to  wit. 

“ Personally  appeared  before  the  sub- 
scriber, a Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the 
‘ county  aforesaid,  Benjamin  G.  Orr,  and 
‘ made  oath  on  the  Holy  Evangelist  of 
‘ Almighty  God,  that  Abner  Lacock,  esq. 
‘ late  Senator  from  the  state  of  Pennsyl 
‘vania,  wasnot  directly  or  indirectly  con 
‘ cemed  with  him  in  any  contract  which 
‘ he  has  had  with  the  War  Department,  at 
‘ any  time,  and  particularly  with  that  for 
‘the  state  of  Georgia,  which  the  author 
‘ of  the  Strictures  on  the  report  of  the 

* select  committee,  says“  it  has  been  in- 
‘ timated  that”  he  “ was  interested”  in, 
‘ neither  was  his  son  concerned  further 
‘ than  as  an  agent,  at  a stated  salary  per 
‘ annum.” 

“ The  deponent  further  says,  that 
‘a  few  days  prior  to  the  appearance 
‘ of  the  strictures,  in  conversation  with 
‘ Gen.  Jackson,  on  the  subject  of  the 
‘ report  of  the  committee  of  the  senate, 

‘ he  was  asked  by  the  general,  if  Mr. 

‘ Lacock,  who  had  been  his  agent  at 
‘Fort  Scott,  was  the  son  of  the  Senator 
‘ of  that  name,  and  on  being  answered 

* in  the  affirmative,  he  further  asked  if 
‘ he  might  so  state  it;  the  deponent  re- 
‘ plied,  that  as  a fact  he  might  dispose  of 
‘ it  as -he  pleased  ; but  that  he  could  not 
‘ percieve  any  connexion  between  it  and 
‘ the  subject  of  the  report  of  the  commit- 
‘ tee ; and,  having  been  told  that  morn- 
‘ ing  that  a suspicion  was  entertained  that 

* Mr.  Lacock  bad  been  a partner  in  his 
‘ Georgia  contract,  the  deponent  took 
‘ that  opportunity  of  assuring  general 
‘ Jackson  that  it  was  wholly  without  foun- 
dation, which  the  general  admitted  he 
‘had  been  apprised  of.  And  further 
‘ this  deponent  saith  not.” 

“Sworn  before  me,  this  17th  day  of 
‘March,  1819”. 

“ JOSEPH  FORREST.” 

All  imputation  of  corrupt  motives  in 
Mr.  Lacock,  we  think,  is  unjust. 

Over  his  proper  signature,  Mr.  La- 
cock has  told  the  nation,  that  Gen.  Jack- 
son,  while  at  Washington  city  last  win- 
ter threatened  to  cut  off  the  earn  of  the 
senatorial  committee ; and  that  these 
threats  were  made  in  ball-rooms  and 
taverns.  If  this  be  true,  we  can  but 
acknowledge  our  surprise.  However 
highly  we  regard  the  distinguished  ser- 
vices of  the  genera!  ; however  much 
we  venerate  him,  who  is  justly  styled  the 
ablest  military  chieftain  of  the  age  ; 
and  however  much  we  are  disposed  to 
palliate  his  improprieties  in  Florida ; 
we  never  can  justify  menaces  of  the 
character  of  those  with  which  General 
Jackson  stands  charged.  The  veriest 
despot,  could  not  suspend  over  the  head 
of  his  meanest  subject,  a threat  more 
eminently  calculated  to  harrow  up  both 
individual  and  national  feeling.  Mili- 
rary  fame  generally  inspires  modesty  : 
and  military  experience  should  point 
out  the  proper  degree  of  respect  due  to 
the  civil  administrators  of  our  govern- 
ment. It  were  needless  to  urge  the 
warmth  of  gen.  Jackson’s  temper  in  de- 
fence of  expressions  intendedto  create  ter- 
ror in  the  senate. The  general  has  lived  too 
long  not  to  have  been  conscious  of  their 
impropriety  when  they  were  made  ; and 
we  doubt  very  much  whether  the  senate 
will  pass  them  by  unnoticed  at  the  next 
session.  .The  illustrious  atchievements 
of  the  general  had  awed  the  whole  na- 
tion into  the  most  profbund  respect- 
hut  it  is  out  of  the  question  for  any  one 
man  to  dragoon  a brave  and  enlightened 
people  into  abject  fear. 

SPAIN. 

No  very  late  dates  have  come  to  hand, 
hv  which  the  real  situation  of  this  king- 


dom can  he  known.  Letters  from  Mad- 
rid up  to  the  last  ol  December  seem 
not  to  confirm  the  report  of  the  abdica- 
tion of  the  throne  by  Ferdinand,  though 
theydctail  important  revolutionary  move- 
ments, indicating  a speedy  termination 
of  his  power. 

An  attack  upon  the  capital  had  been 
projected  by  the  rebellious  and  dissatis- 
fied part  of  the  nation,  with  the  avowed 
intent  to  capture  the  royal  family.  The 
project  was  conceived  by  some  of  the 
leading  military  men  of  the  kingdom  : 
but  upon  its  discovery,  the  plot  was 
posponed. 

The  death  of  the  queen  had  created 
much  alarm  In  the  bosom  of  Ferdinand. 
He  was  greatly  fearful  of  the  restoration 
of  his  father  to  the  throne.  The  min- 
istry, in  order  to  be  enabled  to  carry  a 
large  expedition  into  South  America, 
had  proposed  selling  to  the  other  Eu 
repean  powers,  several  of  the  Spanish 
colonial  possessions.  Among  the  rest, 
that  of  Cuba  to  England. — We  believe 
the  plan  has  not  succeeded. 

BALTIMORE  DISTURBANCE. 

An  unhappy  occurrence  took  place 
in  the  city  of  Baltimore  on  the  17th  of 
last  month.  The  anaiversary  of  the 
Irish  tutelar  Saint  gave  rise  to  it.  Some 
persons  had  stuffed  an  effigy  of  Sr.  Pa 
trick,  and  suspended  it  on  a small 
schooner,  then  under  seizure  of  the  col- 
lector. The  Irishmen,  on  perceiving 
it,  became  excessively  enraged,  and 
commenced  the  destruction  of  the 
schooner. — But  the  surveyor  addressed 
them,  appealed  to  their  patriotism,  and 
reminded  them  of  the  stain  they  were 
about  to  fix  on  the  government  under 
which  they  had  sought  protection — when 
they  consented  ficaecably  to  dis/iersc. 
There  was,  however,  some  little  injury 
inflicted  on  one  or  two  of  the  assembly. 

We  regret  that  Baltimore  should 
have  again  become  the  seat  of  a mob ; 
and  we  exceedingly  regret  that  this  en- 
lightened and  patriotic  city,  has  furnish- 
ed an  unwarrantable  example  of  inter- 
ference with  the  natives  of  Ireland  on 
occasion  of  their  aniversary  festival. 
American  citizens  in  Europe  celebrate 
the  4th  of  July;  the  birth  day  of  Wash- 
ington ; anti  other  illustrious  epochs, 
without  incurring  the  danger  of  being 
mobbed.  This  was  done  in  England 
during  the  late  war — and  surely  no  por- 
tion of  the  Amdtican  people  ought  to 
wish  to  be  the  first  to  depart  from  mag- 
nanimity of  conduct  towards  foreigners. 
In  the  present  instance,  the  foreigners 
who  were  molested,  had  fled  from  an 
oppressed  country,  and  sought  an  asy- 
lum in  a land  of  liberty.  They  should 
excite  in  our  bosoms  commiseration  and 
interest,  rather  than  turbulence  of  feel- 
ing and  hatred. 

RELIGIOUS  INFATUATION. 

On  the  13th  of  January,  a number 
of  persons,  professed  followers  of  Jo- 
anna South  Coate,  of  English  memory, 
assembled  in  the  streets  of  London,  head- 
ed by  one  Sibley,  and  exhibited  the 
most  extraordinary  effects  of  religious 
enthusiasm.  They  met  at  the  west  end 
of  the  town,  in  order  to  enter  the  only 
gate  of  the  great  city,  (Temple  Bar,) 
through  which  they  marched  in  proces-j 
sion  about  9 o’clock  in  the  morning. 
They  paraded  with  different  insignias  of  | 
supposed  special  missions  from  Heaven' 
— and  after  proceeding  through  Fleet 
street,  up  Ludgatc  Hill,  and  along  St.j 
Paul’s  church  yard,  to  Budge  Row,  they 
imagined  themselves  in  the  midst  of  the 
city,  and  commenced  the  performance  ef 
their  ceremonies.  Sibley  sounded  the 
trumpet  several  times,  and  several  times 
in  a vociferous  voice,  proclaimed  the 
second  coming  of  Shiloh,  the  prince  of 
peace  and  earth  : And  his  poor  delud- 
ed wife  bawled  out,  “wool  woe  1 to 
the  inhabitants  of  earth,  because  of  the 
second  coming  ol  Shiloh”!  About  this 
time  a large  mob  collected,  and  pelted 
these  infatuated  wretches  with  ' very 
sort  of  missile  they  could  procure.  How- 
ever they  were  jfmally  rescued  from  the 
mob,  taken  before  a magistrate  as  dis- 
turbers of  the  peace,  and  committed 
for  want  of  bail. 

Learned,  as  are  the  people  of  Eng- 
land, we  very  much  doubt  if  a score  of 
Joannas— Lorenzo  Dows— or  any  other 
religious  lunatics — were  to  make  a tour 
through  Kentucky,  if  they  could  collect 
such  a mass  of  deluded  infatuation,  as 
appeared  in  Budge-Row.

other.  I protest  against  this  principle  ; 
for  he  who  will  suffer  himself  to  be  kick 
ed,  by  one  person,  will  he  kicked  in  a sim?

surrender,  or  abandon,  the  right  which  I 
possess,  to  investigate  the  conduct  of  ail 
public  servants.

SOUTH  AMERICA. 

Nkw-York,  March  1 1 . 

We  have  been  favored  hy  a rcspecta 
ble  commercial  house  of  this  city,  with 
the  Ministerial  Gazette  Extraordinary  of 
Chili,  published  at  Santiago  on  the  1 Oth 
of  November,  1818,  containing  the  offi- 
cial despatch  of  Don  Manuel  Blanco 
Encalada,  admiral  of  the  naval  forces  of 
Chili,  dated  the  5th  of  November,  ac- 
quainting the  supreme  director  of  those 
provinces  with  the  capture  of  the  royal 
frigate  called  Maria  Isabel,  cut  out  of 
the  port  of  the  island  of  Santa  Maria, 
after  two  engagements,  one  on  the  28th 
of  October,  in  the  afternoon  and  evening 
and  the  other  on  the  29th,  in  the  morn- 
ing, which  lasted  six  hours,  the  patriots 
having  lost  27  killed  and  20  wounded. 

The  admiral  extols  the  valor  and 
bravery  of  all  the  officers  and  crew,  and 
particularly  recommends  captains  Wil- 
liam Wilkinson,  and  Charles  Wooster, 
who  have  established  the  best  discipline 
and  order  in  their  respective  vessels.  He 
mentions  with  praise,  Lieutenants  N. 
Beles,  W.  J.  Compton,  J.  Ramsey,  A 
Beson, F.  Bergman, W.  Millar,  J.  Young, 
A.  Soto,  M.  Warnes,  J.  Helly,  R,  Peas 
son,  J.  Hutchinson,  W.  Winter,  W. 
Malozo,  T.  Manning,  and  F.  Arias. 

Other  particulars  of  said  capture,  and 
her  arrival  at  Valparaiso,  being  already 
published,  we  extract  from  the  said  Ga- 
zette the  following  article,  from  a pri- 
vate letter  from  the  admiral  to  a friend 
of  his  : — 

My  dear  friend — The  Marialsabel, 
for  whom  we  have  sighed  so  much,  is  in 
my  possession.  She  is  very  beautiful, 
and  of  admirable  swiftness.  I do  not 
believe,  that  in  the  South  Sea  there  is 
any  vessel  that  may  vie  with  her,  and 
perhaps  not  in  the  world.  By  her  log- 
book from  Cadiz,  it  appears  that  she  has 
sonic  liiiica  aaiicd  the  rate  of  thirteen 
miles  in  an  hour,  which  I never  beard 
of  before,  since  I served  in  the  navy. — 
She  out-sails  the  famous  brig  Araucano, 
and  the  Corhata  Chacabuco,  with  the 
same  facility  as  they  do  the  I.autraro. 
Herartillcrv  is  two  years  old,  and  most 
excellent.  Not  a drop  of  water  has  been 
found  in  her  hull  since  her  departure 
from  Cadiz,  and  is  most  richly  equipped 
She  will  prove  to  us  a most  valuable 
acquisition  ; for  having  her,  neither  the 
Esmeralda,  nor  the  Vanganza,  nor  even 
the  wind  itself,  in  the  shape  of  a frigate, 
will  escape  u«.  Only  the  good  luck  that 
attends  me,  as  I told  you,  could  have 
shut  her  up  in  a port  ; for  at  sea  we 
could  never  have  taken  her.

FROM  VERA  CRUZ. 

By  captain  Swain,  in  28  days  from 
Vera  Cruz,  we  learn,  that  the  Patriots, 
5 and  60p  at  a time,  were  coming  in  to 
the  Royalists,  daily  ; and  that  the  coast 
was  all  clear  from  Vera  Cruz  to  Mexico. 

Gen.  M’Gregor’s  troops  were,  at  the 
last  accounts,  lying  off  Aux  Cayes  in 
two  transports,  well  provisioned,  and 
well  equipped.  He  had  gone  tc  Port- 
au-Prince,  to  make  arrangements  with 
President  Boyer  to  obtain  a rendezvous 
in  his  ports.  More  troopcs  were  daily 
expected,  when  an  immediate  descent 
would  be  made  on  some  of  the  stroug 
holds  of  the  Royalists. 

Reinforcements  for  the  patriots  con- 
tinue to  be  raised  in  England,  and  sent 
off  to  South-America.  We  suspect  the 
Patriots  will  have  more  trouble  with 
their  English  allies,  than  they  would 
have  had  in  a single-handed  contest 
with  the  Spanish  royalists.  As  the  Brit  - 
tis!)  government  connives  at  the  enlist- 
ment and  embarkation  of  those  troops, 
it  is  probable  she  hopes  through  their 
means  to  acquire  a footing  in  the  coun- 
try when  the  Spanish  power  shall  he  ex-, 
tinct.  Let  the  Patriots  look  to  thisBrit- 
tish  domination  in  India.  It  is  not  more 
merciful,  than  Spanish  in  South  Amer- 
ica. 

LONDON,  JAN.  19. 

The  following  is  an  extract  of  a letter 
from  the  Agent  at  Lloyd’s,  at  Buenos 
Ayres,  dated  Oct.  25 
“ It  is  reported  that  Talcahuana  is  e- 
vacuated  by  the  royalists,  and  that  part 
of  them  have  returned  to  Lima,  and  the 
rest  to  Valdivia.  Lincenses  hsve  been 
granted  hy  the  viceroy  of  Peru,  admit- 
ting English  vessels  to  enter  in  Calao 
with  cargoes  of  wheat,  and  in  conse- 
quence, several  vessels  were  loading  at 
Valparaiso  for  that  destination. 

His  majesty's  ship  Blossom,  has  had 
an  engagement  with  an  insurgent  priva- 
teer in  the  South  Seas,  but  no  particu- 
lars are  known.’’ 


Philadelphia,  March  22. 

It  is  stated  in  the  Bal'imoro  Patriot, 
that  the  brig  Josephine,  captain  Hamp- 
ton, from  Laguira,  of  and  bound  to  Phila- 
delphia, was  captured  on  the  27th  Jan. 
last,  hy  a Veiiezueican  brig  called  the 
Oronico,  but  have  no  particulars. 

A letter  has  been  received  in  Salem, 
dated  Dec.  15,  18 18,  stating  that  the  A- 
merican. ship  Retrieve,  Capt.  Gerrish, 
was  lost  soon  after  leaving  Cronstadt. — 
She  had  a very  valuable  cargo  on  hoard. 

The  Albert,  Capt.  Prince,  in  27  days 
from  Havana,  arrived  at  Holmes’  Hole 
on  the  14th  inst.  The  Albert,  on  the 
9th  inst.  at  7 A.  M.  picked  up  the  boat 
of  the  sclir.  Morning  Star,  of  New  Y'ork, 
Wclden,  from  Mobile,  with  her  capt. 
crew  and  one  passenger — the  vessel  hav- 
ing caught  fire  the  same  morning  at  half 
past  5. — In  about  20  minutes  after  the 
people  got  on  hoard  the  Albert,  the 
schr.  broke  out  in  flames  and  fell  off  be- 
fore the  wind  and  was  out  of  sight  in  a- 
bout  an  hour  and  a half. 

It  is  stated  in  the  New' York  Columbi- 
an, that  on  1 hursday  two  of  the  prisoners 
who  lately  escaped  from  the  Philadelpia 
state  prison,  were  taken  in  that  city. — 
“ 1 Ley  made  a desperate  resistance,  arm- 
ed with  ar  knife  and  a hatchet,  but  were 
eventually  taken  without  bloodshed. — 
Their  real  names  are  James  M’lllhenny 
anil  \Y  illiam  Stevenson.  The  former 
has  been  a tenant  of  our  state  prison.”

Boston,  March  13. 

Hre  have  been  favored  with  a series 
of  Parts  fiafters  to  the  21s/  January — 
twenty  days  latest,  received  by  the  Mary 
Jane,  from  Havre. 

An  entire  change  had  taken  place  in 
the  French  Ministry. — The  Duke  of 
Richelieu,  and  his  associates,’  had  re- 
signed ; and  the  Marquis  Desoles  had 
succeeded  as  Prime  Minister.  The  old 
Ministers  had  been  made  Privy  Coun- 
sellors. A small  advance  of  the  stocks 
was  stated  to  be  the  effect  of  this  change; 
which  was  considered  favorable  to  the 
existing  Charter,  and  order  of  things. 

The  French  Parliament  was  proceed- 
ing very  leisurely  in  the  ordinary  legisla- 
tion of  the  kingdom.  The  most  perfect 
quiet  reigned  in  every  part ; and  some  of 
the  exiles  of  1815  (of  the  second  class) 
were  from  time  to  time  returning.  Gen- 
eral Alix  was  the  last.  Those  of  the 
first  class  will  probably  never  be  pardon- 
ed— A bill  was  before  the  Chamber  of 
Peers  for  the  abolition  of  the  Droit  d'Au- 
baine a law  by  which  the  effects  of 
strangers  dying  in  France  become  for- 
feited to  the  crown.  Sterne,  in  his  Sen- 
timental Journeyq  denounces  the  cruelty 
ol  this  law.  It  will  be  recollected  that 
in  the  treaty  of  1778,  between  the  Uni- 
ted States  and  France,  the  law  was  sus- 
pended as  it  respected  Americans. 

All  the  nations  were  cultivating  the 
arts  of  peace  ; and  turning  the  engines 
of  war  to  the  implements  of  husbandry. 
All  the  war  horses  returned  to  Prussia 
had  been  given  to  the  farmers,  they 
promising  to  furnish  the  King  with  other 
horses,  when  a new  war  breaks  out. 

The  Paris  papers  contain  London  dates 
to  January  1 5.  The  British  Parliament 
assembled  on  the  14th.  On  the  opening 
the  House  of  Commons,  Mr.  Manners 
Sutton  was  re-elected  Speaker.  It  was 
expected  that  the  Speech  would  be  de- 
livered on  the  21st,  until  which  time  the 
session  would  he  only  forma).

ARMY  OF  EUROPE. 

In  a statistical  survey  of  Europe,  late- 
ly published  at  Vienna,  it  is  estimated 
that  the  armed  force  of  Europe,  on  the 
Peace  Establishment,  consists  of  1,723 
thousand  men,  and  on  a War  Establish- 
ment, of  o,908, 000.  The  marine  is  cal- 
culated at  462  vessels  of  the  line,  310 
frigates,  and  1032  vessels  of  lesser  rank. 

The  London  Courier  contains  a long 
list  of  the  accidents  and  thefts  in  London 
during  the  prevalence  of  the  late  fog.  A 
gt  eat  number  of  persons  had  their  watch- 
es taken  from  their  fobs,  carriages  were 
robbed,  and  females  had  their  hats  and 
shaw  Is  stolen.  Many  accidents  arose 
Irom  carriages  running  against  each 
oiher.  The  fog  operated  so  effectually 
on  the  vision  of  the  audience  at  Drury 
Lane  1 heatre,  that  those  in  front  of  the 
house  were  not  able  to  see  the  scenery 
during  the  first  art  of  the  play.  The 
noise  made  by  people  in  the  streets  was 
frightful,  some  shrieking  from  terror, 
and  others  crying  out,  take  care,  and 
enquiring  their  way. 

A London  paper  says,  the  town  of  Al- 
thingham  was  disgraced  last  week  hy  a 
relic  ot  barbarism.  One  William  Yof- 
wood,  after  expending  ten-pence  in  the

Attempt  to  effect  the  escape  of  »Va- 
poleon  Bonaparte. 

A gentleman  just  arrived  from  St. 
Helena,  go  es  the  following  particulars 
of  the  late  attempt  to  effect  the  escape 
ot  Bonaparte  from  that  island.  Our  in- 
formation is  derived  from  a most  respect 
able  source,  and  we  therefore,  withou- 
iiesitation,  lay  it  before  our  readers  just 
as  we  received  it : J 

“ An  American  vessel,  apparently  dis- 
masted and  otherwise  injured,  but' pur- 
posely damaged,  to  avoid  suspicion,  made 
her  appearance  off  St.  Helena.  The 
necessary  repairs  were  entered  on  with 


| the  greatest  activity,  whilst  other 
schemes  were  prosecuting  with  indus- 
try in  the  interior.  It  had  for  some  time 
previously  been  deemed  expedient  to 
have  a daily  view  Of  the  person  of  Bona- 
parte by  a person  appointed  for  that  par- 
ticular duty  : — his  medical  attendant, 
however,  now  caused  it  to  he  notified 
that  the  precarious  state  of  the  Empe- 
ror’s health  Wy»s  such  as  to  render  it  ne- 
cessary that  he  should  remain  perfectly 
quiet  at  home,  unannoyed  by  any  person- 
al inspection.  In  this  feigned  state  of 
indisposition  the  witty  Napoleon  secret- 
ly quitted  his  bed-room  about  midnight 
— by  means  the  most  artful,  he  actually 
passed  the  guard,  and  eluding  the  vigil- 
ance of.no  less  than  seven  sentinels,  suc- 
ceeded in  reaching  the  beach. 

This  was  a juncture  of  high  Interest! 
The  means  of  escape  which  the  Ex-Em- 
peror  was  led  so  confidently  to  expect 
were,  however,  not  yet  perfect.  It  had 
been  concerted  that  a certain  signal 
should  he  given  hy  him  on  his  arrival 
at  the  beach.  The  signal  was  duly  giv- 
en, by  hoisting  a lanthornat  the  end  of 
a walking  stick  ; hut  the  boat  which  was 
to  receive  him  not  having  yet  sufficient- 
ly approached  the  shore,  a single  sentin- 
el (of  whose  station  on  the  beach  Bona- 
parte had  not  been  apprised,)  on  per- 
ceiving the  light,  came  up,  and  with  a 
fidelity  equal  to  his  resolution,  seized 
the  once  Great  Captain,  whose  very  name 
had  been  the  terror  of  millions.  He  in- 
stantly forced  him  to  the  Guard-house, 
from  whence  he  was  conveyed  back  to 
Longwood,  where,  it  is  scarcely  ne- 
cessary to  add,  he  has  ever  since  been 
watched  with  increased  vigilance,  though 
not  treated  personally  with  any,  the 
slightest  degree  of  rigor. 

PARIS,  JAN.  11. 

The  new  English  expedition  to  explore 
the  interior  of  Africa,  is  under  the  com- 
mand of  M.  Ritchie,  recently  private 
secretary  of  the  English  Ambassador  at 
Paris— his  associates  are  Lieut.  Lyon, 
of  the  English  ship  Albion,  M.  Duponte, 
French  naturalist,  a surgeon,  and  a car- 
penter. The  Bashaw  and  a military  es- 
cort are  to  accompany  them  from  Tri- 
poli, where  they  now  are,  as  far  as  Mour- 
zook — they  ought  to  have  a similar  pro- 
tection during  the  whole  of  their  jour- 
ney. 

PARIS,  JAN.  13. 

A kind  ol  insurrection,  during  the  last 
two  days,  manifested  itself  amongst  the 
young  students  of  the  College  of  Louis 
dc  Grande,  in  number  about  600. 

For  some  time  past  they  have,  in  gen- 
eral, made  complaints  of  their  diet  be- 
ing bad,  that  they  were  treated  with  too 
much  severity,  and  that  they  were  only 
furnished  with  one  coat  every  18  months, 
instead  of  every  year  as  formerly. 

On  the  1 6th  inst.  these  youths  declar- 
ed open  mutiny.  They  began  by  using 
violence  towards  one  of  the  Professors 
who  had  displeased  them  ; they  broke 
open  the  doors  of  their  different  quar- 
ters, and  set  the  authority  of  the  direc- 
tors at  defiance. 

The  Provost  was  compelled  to  call  in 
the  police  officers,  as  also  an  armed 
force  ; the  most  culpable  of  the  young 
delinquents  were  taken  in  their  rooms, 
and  conducted  to  the  residence  of  their 
parents. 

. *fie  17th,  (Sunday)  the  commo- 
tion was  renewed  by  those  students  who 
remained  in  the  college,  of  whom  there 
was  a considerable  number.  After  com- 
mitting various  excesses,  they  barrica- 
ded themselves  in  one  quarter,  and  an- 
nounced their  intention  of  opposing  the 
most  formidable  resistance.  A detach- 
ment of  gendarmerie,  consisting  of  40 
men,  with  25  of  the  corps  of  fire-men, 
presented  themselves,  and  summoned 
these  young  mutineers  to  surrender;  a 
sort  of  capitulation  took  place,  and  the 
whole  of  the  students  have  been  con- 
veyed to  their  families,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  a dozen,  who  has  been  sent  to 
prison. 

1 he  above  are  the  most  accurate  de- 
tails which  I have  been  able  to  collect  re- 
lative to  this  affair  ; which  does  not  fail 
to  make  great  noise  in  Paris  at  this  mo- 
ment.

DOMESTIC. 

The  salutary  influence  of  the  general 
government  over  that  of  the  individual 
states  in  acting  as  a general  moderator 
of  the  measures  of  the  states,  has  never 
been  more  sensibly  felt  than  during  the 
late  term  of  the  Supreme  Court.  That 
dignified  tribunal  has’ given  judgment  in 
several  very  important  cases  in  direct 
opposition  to  legislative  acts  and  judicial 
decisions  of  some  of  the  states.  F or  seve- 
ral years  past  the  state  of  Ncw-Hamp- 
shire  has  been  kept  in  a turmoil  by  an 
act  of  the  legislature  confirmed  by  the 
judicial  authority  of  that  state,  altering' 
the  charter  and  constitution  of  Dart- 
mouth College,  taking  the  management 
<5f  the  affairs  of  the  corporation  from 
one  set  of  trustees  and  vesting  it  in  anoth- 
er. The  question  was  carried  up  to  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States, 
where  it  has  been  decreed  that  all  those 
proceedings  on  the  part  of  the  state  were 
unconstitutional  and  void,  and  have  re- 
stored the  college  to  the  direction  of  its 
legitimate  managers,  who  have  taken 
formal  possession  under  the  decree,  and 
ousted  that  creature  of  the  state  called 
the  University. 

The  states  of  Maryland,  Kentucky, 
Ohio,  and  some  others,  have  claimed 
and  attempted  to  exercise  the  right  of 
taxing  the  branches  of  the  Bank  of  the 
United  States  within  their  respective  ju- 
risdictions. This  claim  has  been  resist- 
ed by  the  bank  and  the  question  has 
been  most  ably,  satisfactorily,  and  con- 
clusively settled  by  the  Supreme  Court 
in  opposition  to  the  state  pretensions, 
though  urged  by  a considerable  number 
of  states  in  repeated  legislative  acts  as 
well  as  judicial  decisions. 

In  like  manner,  several  of  the  most) 
powerful  states  in  the  confederation, 
have  in  operation  insolvent  laws  in  the 
nature  of  bankrupt  acts,  which  the  same 
tribunal  has  pronounced  to  be  unconsti- 
tutional and  of  course  nugatory.  All 
those  decisions  are  of  .great  interest  and 
importance  both  intrinsically,  and  as  they 
go  to  exemplify  the  salutary  and  super- 
intending control  which  that  court  holds 
over  many  of  the  acts  of  the  individual 
states.  Though  state  pride  may  take  the 
alarm  at  the  exercise  of  this  control, 
we  cannot  but  view  it  as  a power  very 
wisely  given  and  judiciously  vested  for 
the  purpose  of  repressing  extravagant 
and  selfish  acts  on  the  part  of  the  slate 
governments. — Phil.  Union. 

We  were  not  a little  surprised,  says 
the  NewYork  Evening  Post,  to  perceive 
the  other  day,  in  reading  the  report  of 
the  debates  in  Parliament,  in  which  these 
executions  fof  Arbuthnot  and  Ambris- 
ter]  were  incidcntly  mentioned,  that  in 
answer  to  the  following'  expressions, 
which  fell  from  the  Marquis  of  Landown, 
the  answer  was  given  by  the  British  Min- 
ister, which  also  follows  : 

“ He  learned  from  the  speech,  with 
pleasure,  that  our  commercial  relations 
[with  the  United  States']  continued  the 
same,  and  he  could  not  believe  that  the 
execution  of  the  two  unfortunate  indivi 
duals,  Arbuthnot  and  Ambrister,  had 
been  sanctioned  by  the  American  gov- 
ernment ; a transaction  in  itself  repug- 
nant to  the  feelings  of  all  civilized  states.’ 
To  which  the  minister  replies  : 

“ On  the  subject  of  America,  he  should 
state,  that  the  act  alluded  to  had  been 
wholly  unauthorised  by  the  American  go- 
vernment, and  at  a proper  opportunity  a 
full  explanation  should  be  given  to  the 
house  of  whatever  had  taken  place  rela- 
tive that  subject.”

On  any  ether  state  or  territory  of  the 
United  States,  on  or  adjacent  to  this  con- 
tinent, and  north  of  the  equator,  compre- 
hending the  British  and  all  their  foreign 
possessions  in  the  West  Indies,  and  else- 
where, in  the  Western  Atlantic  ocean, 
10  per  cent. 

These  damages  to  be  in  lieu  of  inter- 
est, and  all  charges,  to  the  time  at  which 
the  notice  of  protest  has  been  given,  and 
the  amount,  if  drawn  in  the  currency  of 
the  United  States,  to  be  paid  at  par,  if  in 
any  other  currency,  at  the  the  rate  of 
exchange  current  at  the  time  of  such 
notice. 

Much  benefit  may  be  expected  by  the 
commercial  community,  from  this  ne- 
cessary and  long  wished  for  provision 
agaiqgt  the  innumerable  spoliations  oi 
financiering  speculators. 

FROM  THE  ALBANY  ARGUS.

the  law  for  changing  the  sales  of  public 
tends.  An  attempt  was  made  to  hurry 
through  this  law  at  the  last  day  ot  the 
session.  Credit , whicji  we  had  almost 
said  was  indispensable , on  the  sale  ol 
land,  is  to  be  abolished.  Are  the  editors 
of  the  National  Intelligencer  aware  o 
the  effects  of  such  a law  ? Do  they  be 
lievc  that  the  tide  of  emigration  will 
cease  to  flow  1 And  do  they  not  perceive 
that  those  emigrants  wlin  have  not  ready 
money  for  pnrehase,  will  become  what 
is  termed  ‘‘ squatters  j”  and,  that  in  a 


very  few  years,  this  formidable  popula- 
tion, becoming  desperate  by  circumstan- 
ces, would  require  the  whole  ten  thoi 
sand  regular  troops  in  employ  of  the 
United  States  to  oust  them  ; and  what 
would  be  the  consequence  of  such  a 
measure  ?

In 
our  opinion,  its  psssage  would  have  en- 
dangered the  union  of  these  states  ; and 
we  say  this,  after  having  given  the  sub- 
ject mature  reflection.  No  ! reduce  the 
medium  price,  and  give  credit,  which  is 
the  soul  of  enterprize — more  hereafter.
